creased the hostility between em¬
ployes nod employers In one of the
greatest of Industries.
The speech-maker extolled the fod-

eral reserve board.
But the president permitted a do¬

cile Congress to adjourn without al¬
tering tne reserve act in any of the
manners urged by the board's mem¬
bers as essential to continued pros¬
perity.

The speech-maker Insisted that
America "must take its place in theworl'd of finance."
But the president blocked the per¬formance of the program arrangedby Mr. Taft, whereby the American

bankers would have financed China.
This spring he sought to undo the
great wrong lie had done to the opendoor policy and America's whole fu¬
ture In the far East. Yet even then
he refused to give the bankers any
assurance that they would receive
treatment different from that he had
accorded American investors in Mex¬
ico. and the opportunity to make
America the dominant occidental
power In the orient wa sagain tossed
aside by the American president.

The speech-maker praised the bu¬
reau of foreign and domestic com¬
merce. .

But the president acquiesced in
the spoils politics practiced in that
bureau by ills appoiniee. Secretary
Itedfleld.
The speech-maker "found, to his

amazement, that some of the best of
the reports seem never to have been
read."

But the p»sident refused for
three years and a half to read any of
the reports coming to this depart-
ment and to the state departmentfrom the government's recognized
agents in Mexico or the far East. Ho
eiAted instead to read the reports
brought back by personal and confi¬
dential agents., Much of Amerlcau
citizens' Bufferings can be attributed
to this fact, the discovery of which
causes him a confessed "amaze-
ment."
The speech-maker approves the

federal trade commission.
But the president, who could have

forced Congress to do his bidding in
good legislation. Just as he did in
evil legislation, could have compelledthe passage of the Webb bill, for
which the commission, in behalf of
all commercial interests of the coun¬
try. was chief sponsor, and which
aimed «t the development of foreigntrade by scientific methods. He per¬mitted Congress to adjourn without
passing the bill. Months, crucial
months, with our foreign trade in
the make or break stage, are pass¬
ing and nothing Is done.

The speech-maker says we must
expedite the development of a mer¬
chant marine.

But the president fought success¬
fully against the scientific ideas of
merchant marine development ad-1
vanopd by shipping men and ship¬
owners, who might be expected to
know something about ships, and
lammed through an unwilling but
obedient Congress a measure which
has been condemned by the people it

supposed to benefit.
The speech-maker expresses a

"contempt for partisan action."
But the president. has emphasized

partisanship and sectionalism as
neither has been exercised since the
days of reconstruction.

The speech-maker says the gov¬
ernment lias been made the "friend
of business."

But the president forced on busi¬
ness a tariff measure which, in its
first year of operation, caused im¬
ports to rise to an unprecedented
height, and exports to fall far below
the proud mark they lmd set under
the protective tarifT. It was a meas¬
ure which closed factories, which
doubled business failures, which
threw uncounted thousands out of
work, which shattered domestic
trade still more completely than it
shattered foreign trade. It hurled
the United States Into a business
slump from which it did not. rally un¬
til months after the European war
had started, all foreign competition
was removed, and, on the other
hand, every foreign nation which'could send ships to our wharves was,
buying from us to the limit of its
credit, and of our capacity. In
framing the Underwood tariff com¬
mon sense was ignored.
"We have admitted that on the

one side and on the other we were
talking theories and managing poli¬cies without a sufllcient knowledgeof the facts." jA quotation from Mr. Hughes? No,indeed. It is confession from Mr.,Wilson. He applies it to the tariff
situation, and seeks to prove that in
naming a tariff commission he has
made a'forward step toward obtain¬
ing "a sufllcient knowledge of thefacts." He has. But this is the same
Democratic party which blocked the
carrying out of this same policywhen it was warmly urged by the
previous Republican administration.

The speech-maker is the same
president who scouted the facts about
our trade, about Mexico, about thefar East, about Europe, and "man¬
aged policies without a sufllcient
knowledge" of those facts, and onlytoday has discovered the facts which
every one else knew before ho be¬
gan his experiments.

It is extraordinary, that a man
whose blunders ail but wrecked our
domestic prosperity until a world
war came to the rescue, and scuttled
our foreign policies of a century'sduration.it is astonishing that such
an executive should now prove that
he has admirable ideas on economic
problems, and on the^eve of the na-]

In the same district
tho Peoples Natural' Oaa Company
has a gasser on tho H, W. Hershey
farm. The American Natural Gas
Company got one of the same kind on
the Smeltzer farm. In the Mllltown
field tho South Penn Oil Company
completed No, 4 on tho Booth heirs'
farm and it shows for a four-barrel
pumper.
